Son, Fattier and, Neighbor Are 


Victims oi Cramps. 


TWO 
FAILED 
AS RESCUERS 


Leo Anabel Goes Down and Father 


Sinks Attem pting to Save 
Him — 


Neighbor Enters W ater and Drowns 


— Victim s 
From 
Three 
Oaks 
on 


Sunday School Outing. 


Chicago, Ju ly «.— In the presence 
of more than LOO of their fellow Sun­ 
day school members, l-ico Anablc, his 
father, A. 15. Anable, and their near 
neighbor, 
Fred 
Elling er 
of 
Three 
Oaks, Mich., were drowned at M ichi­ 
gan City, Mich. 
The triple tragedy 
came near the close of the annual 
picnic and outing of the Methodist 
Episcopal 
Sunday 
school 
of Three 
Daks. 
Two widows ami nine father­ 
less children were caused by it. 
The drowning, too, induced a sur- 
pi al experiment that is said to have 
been tried with success in other cases 
though it failed in this instance. Dr. 
H. U. W ells of Hush Medical college, 
Milica go, who was present, made an 
incision over 
A. 
B. Anabel’s heart 
and tried to restore him by massaging 
that organ gently, while members of 
the Sunday school who had come to 
spend a day in games and song looked 
on in horrified wonder. 
But the ef­ 
fort failed. 
Ju st Learned to Swim . 


For 
weeks 
the excursion of tho 
Sunday school to Michigan Uity had 
Teen discussed. 
Leo Anabel, who was 
seventeen years old, was one of the 
most enthusiastic. 
He 
had 
learned 
to swim in a sm all pand not for from 
home and was anticipating his first 
dip in Lake Michigan. He plunged in 
boldly and began to swim. Suddenly 
the youth was seen to throw up his 
hands and sink. 
He had been seized 
with cramps. 
Mr. Anabel, throwing 
off his coat, plunged in after him. 
The waters of the lake deepen close 
to shore and the 
elder 
Anabel had 
not made more than a dozen strokes 
when he, too, uttered 
a 
loud cry, 
threw up his 
arms and sank. 
Ju st 
then the 
body 
of the boy arose a 
few 
yards 
away 
and 
again 
went 
down. 
Seco nd Rescuer Drowns. 
Fred 
Ellinger, 
believing he could 
at least rescue Mr. Anabel, plunged 
in without even taking off his rout, 
hut he suffered the same fate. 
The 
cram pa caught 
him 
before 
he 
had 
swam twenty feet. 
The bodies of all three of the vic­ 
tims washed ashore later in the after­ 
noon.

French positions over a front of a 
mile and a quarter, penetrating 
125 
yard > into the maze of trenches on 
the west of la* Forte woods. 
South of Nerroy, on the Moselle, the 
Hermans 
also blew 
up 
a 
French 
block house with its entire garrison. 
Mere than 1,000 prisoners, including 
the staff of an entire battalion, have 
been captured by the Hermans. 
Two 
field cannon and a number of ma­ 
chine guns and bomb throwers also 
have been captured. 
The attack 
was 
preceded 
by 
a 
cannonade of tremendous intensity. 
The 
entanglements 
swept 
away 
German forces 
estimated 
at 
more 
than a division, swept forward over 
tiie former French positions, driving 
Hie defenders back well into their 
rear lines. 
Sanguinary fighting con­ 
tinues amid the maze of communicat­ 
ing trenches, waged with hand gren­ 
ades. land mines, the bullet and the 
bayonet. 
The 
midnight 
communique 
from 
Paris describes the Herman artillery 
action as “ especially 
violent." 
earlier cotomunique 
admitted 
that 
the F*rench were forced to withdraw 
from a number of trenches.
